TALL TALK. 

To the Editor of the Crosiwbli. Argus. 

Silt, — Having for some time had opportunities 
of. seeing the Dunstan Times, I cannot but ac- 
knowledge that the Clyde people ought highly 
to appreciate their local paper, for it advocates 
their opinions in tall talk to the letter. 

In last Friday’s publication wo have again the 
full particulars of the conditions upon which the 
Government is prepared to receive offers for the 
construction of a bridge over the Molyneux at 
Clyde. I can scarcely read the conditions with- 
out seriously thinking the Government Engineer 
jnnst be poking fun at the influential inhabitants 
of that town, knowing what enormous sums they 
have expended in private enterprise. I have no 
donbt whatever but our neighbours will at once 
furnish the money for such an important under- 
taking. Having a partial knowledge of the 
locality, I can at once see the immense advan- 
tage offered in one of the conditions — viz. , that 
the promoters will be allowed to cut timber iii 
any Government bush free of charge : — for in- 
stance, the bush about Westwood's garden— for 
I believe that is upon a Government reserve, — 
besides the fine timber his currant and goose- 
berry bushes would afford. Again, there are 
locally-made bricks, of splendid quality, that 
might be used for the piers. And no doubt a 
certain Councillor— a leading man in the town — 
would tender at the very lowest price to putty 
the heavy timber together, thereby saving a 
large item in iron. However, I cannot but feel 
certain the Clydeltes must have the money, and 
that they will commence immediately — if they 
have not begun already— and congratulate the 
country at large that before the coming winter 
sets in we shall see a splendid structure crossing 
the river at Clyde. The bridge completed, and 
the ferry consequently of no further use, I am 
-given to understand that a certain citizen (an 
■ex M.P.C.) will endeavour to raise sulhciciit 
capital to connect the bridge with the Nevis and 
its dependencies by means of a railway tunnel 
passing through the Garrick Ranges. 

Again, a flour-mill has been talked about, the 
prospectus having been out some time ; and now 
that a mill is likely to be erected at Tiger Hill, ; 
the Clyde capitalists (so says the Times) intend ^ 
commencing theirs immediately. The site has i 
not yet been decMed on, the want of sufficient 
■water being an obstacle, (although I believe the 
■want of money is a greater one). If the projec- 
tors would allow me to suggest a site, I should 
!say the north end of the toivn— a.t the cnlvcrt, — 
there being a fine fall. As there cannot be the 
slightest doubt that the Supreme Court and 
prisons for the Central Interior will be located 
at Clvdc, the promoters might— in case of a 
xleficicney of water— .arrange with the Govern- 
ment to have a treadmill for the amusement of 
the lunatics and prisoners, until such time as 
the proposed scheme of bringing the Linilis river 
over the hills is completed. I merely offer this 
as a suggestion. 

No doubt our friends below, having a large 
amount of capital to spare, will show the world 
a lesson as to how to obtain the enormously rich 
deposits of gold lying in the Molyneux, by fitting 
out steam dredges of say 1000 horse -power, 
pneumatic tubes of s.ay 100 feet in dhamuter, 
boats of all sizes constructed on NuthaU's prin- 
ciple, A-c. By-thc-bye, speaking of that gentle- 
man, in last Friday's issue of that extensively- 
circulated paper, the Duustati Times, a letter 
appears in which he speaks of the enormous 
amount of talk .as to how ho would be supported 
in his new project at Clyde ; hut it seems he 
would prefer a little money for shares from the 
wealthy citizens, rather than gas from the local 
paper. 

In conclusion, Mr Editor, I hope you will 
warn yonr re.adcrs not to be jealous of our neigh- 
bours and their extensive uuderLakings, hut to 
wait til! our turn comes.— Yours, &c ,

Sir, — For me to attempt to prove the correct- 
ness of ray former explanation may appear like 
attempting to stem the tide with a pitchfork, 
seeing that .against it there is the written record 
of the reporter, and Mr Crombic flatly contra- 
dicting it ; anil tor aught I know the other nine 
members will follow suit. However, the cir- 
cumstances which surrounds the .affair, which I 
linw propose to dr.aw .attention to, will to any 
unhi.a 5 sed mind show that the b.alance is yet a 
long way in my f.avoiir. 

Before proceeding, let me first dispose of a few 
preliminaries that has gathered round it. I am 
sorry Mr Crombic had not other re.ason3 for dis- 
puting my exphanation than to do justice to the 
chairman and to himself. If anything 1 have 
said may be construed to be an injustice to the 
chairman, I will be most witling to apologise. 
Moat people are aware that too much formality 
in meetings sucb as the Mining Conference docs 
not accelerate business, and that a little licence 
was sometimes allowed by 5!r Miller for that 
purpose I do not think be will dispute ; and I 
think I will be able to show that I was doing Mr 
Cromhie more justice than he has done himself. 
It is satisfactory for me to know that no depen- 
dent member of the Tvapeha Times staff will 
suffer by my caliiiig in question the report, as it 
w.as the proprietor himself who was taking the 
minutes at the time. Printed re[»rts of that 
day’s proceedings wore uot in the hands of mem- 



bers until the morning they left Lawreuee, or 
1 attention might have been drawn to the error, 
as was with one or two others, which to their 
credit was Very few, and which was duly rec- 
tified. 

As to the circumstances I was to refer to. 
How is it to he accounted for there is no mention 
of this resolution in the report, which was in- 
tended to embrace all particular objects, while 
the other which 1 said was carried in its stead 
finds a place there? Surely a motion which 
strikes at the root of a very important scheme 
should have been mentioned. Either the sub- 
committee appointed to draw out the report 
must have wilfully left it out, or been ignorant 
of its being carried. The report, though it may 
h.ava more particularly been in the bauds of a 
few, it was looked upon by all as the most im- 
portant part of the proceedings, and it was sub- 
ject to a close scrutiny by all the members before 
it was unanimously passed. Surely it was doing 
Mr Crombie more justice to affirm the motion 
was not carried, than for he to say it was, and 
then allow it to be trampled over in this manner. 
For anyone interested in such a resolution to 
affirm now it was carried when three days 
after they must have lost all recollection of it, 
is more fitting of the term of “ Consistency Ex- 
emplified" than was its origin. I have been 
more personal than I could have desired ; but in 
attempting to defend a bmly whom 1 highly re- 
spect from unmerited calumny, 1 bring odium 
on myself, and from a quarter I least expected : 
I cannot be blamed if 1 retaliate. Before I leave 
the subject for good, I desire to state the real 
facts ; and I should have done so before had I 
ever thought it would have been disputed. The 
motion which 1 said was carried instead of the 
original was an amendment ; and it was not the 
first amendment proposed either. Mr Morrison 
proposed an amendment 'which was not sup- 
ported, part of which was then embraced in the 
one proposed by myself, and which he agreed to 
second. It was carried, as is stated, six voting 
tor and one against. Who were the members 
that voted for, I could not undertake to say ; 
but Mr Shaw was the member who voted against 
I it. The motion of Mr Crombie w.ts never put to 
I the vote of the meeting, as the amendment was 
! carried. Such is the true facts, gainsay it that 
chooses. 

As I have put the reporter into firrther errors, 
a certain ciroumstance which occurred at the 
time, which I intend to draw his private .atten- 
tion to, and which if he can recollect I have no 
doubt he will agree with what I h.ave stated.

SUPREME COURT. DUNEDIN. 
* 

The Criminal Sitttings of tlie above Court 
commenced ml Monday, April 7, before His 
Honor Mr Justice Chapman. \Ve make the 
following condensation from our Dunedin 
exchanges : — 

Eight cases were set down for trial, in five 
of which the Grand Jury found true bills. 
In the other three there had not been time to 
prepare indictments. The first case taken 
was 

THE MORAY PLACE SIIOOTINO CASE. 

Thomas Ryan was rhavged with having on 
the dtli .Jannaiy last, shot at, with intent to 
kill, James Farrell, detective officer. 

The prisoner pleaded Not Guilty. 

Mr B. C. Haggit prosecuted for the Crown, 
and Mr Barton defended the accused. 

Mr Hiiggitt proceeded to address the Jury. 
After commenting U)ioii the evidence which 
would be brought before them, ho suggested 
certain motives which would have been likely 
to influence the prisoner towards comiuitting 
the crime. Farrell, he said, had been in the 
Force for some ten years, and had amassed 
property to the value of £600 or £700. A 
reward of £300 w.as also coming to him from 
Sydney for tlie .arrest in Dunedin of adef.ault- 
iiig b.ank clerk from there. Farrell’s widow 
would also have been entitled, if it had been 
said he w.as shot while in tl’.o execution of 
his duty, to a compensatimi £300. All 
this the prisoner, by m;ii'fyii;g Farrell’s 
widow, (.and he would show thi'-y .veve on lov- 
ing terms,) would come into possession of. 
Then, also, Mr Haggitt suggested, the pri- 
soner might have he.aded a public subscrip- 
tion, and interested himself in getting it well 
filled ; and by these means he might have 
m.ade quite a good thing in a n'onetary point 
of view, of murdering Farrell and marrying 
Mrs FaiTcll. Mr Haggitt then went on to 
say (we quote from the TijHc.s)—" Having 
made these suggestions to you, I wilt read 
some extracts from the letters on which I 
have been commenting, as showing the motive 
of the prisoner, I shall not read the letters 
in their entirety. Only one of tlie letters is 
from the prisoner to Mrs F.arrell ; the others 
are letters written by JIrs Farrell to the pri- 
soner ; and these letters, as 1 have already 
told you, were discovered all together in the 
prisoner’s box. The discovery of the letter 
from the prisoner to Mrs Farrell was nude 
in this way : On one occasion Farrell found 
the prisoner’s likeness in liis wife’s workbox. 
She made some excuse, which app.arently 
satisfied Farrell at the time. She stated tlia« 



she had stolen it from a Mrs Gilligan, at 
Palmerston. Farrell’s suspioions wore how- 
ever aroused, and one day lie went to the 
Post-office and found a letter addressed to 
his wife by the prisoner, and which is the 
only letter from the prisoner to Mrs Farrell 
that we are possessed of ; but the romaindcr 
of the correspondence shows that ho had been 
writing to her, for her letters speak of his 
letters to her. Mrs Farrell urged the pri- 
soner in nearly every letter to burn her let- 
ters. In this way alie appears to have exer- 
cised more caution than the prisoner. Fortu- 
nate would it have been for him if he had 
taken her advice, and thus have removed the 
very strong evidence against him now. No 
doubt Mrs Farrell, exercising more caution 
than the prisoner, biii-ned the letters which 
she received from him. At any rate none 
have been found, and the only letter from 
the prisoner to Mrs Farrell which we can 
produce, is the letter which Farrell himself 
intercepted.” 

We have not space for the letters — one 
from Ryan to Mrs Farrell, and twelve from 
Mrs Farrell to Ryan. In his letter, he calls 
her his “Delia,” and signs himself “yours, 
most lovingly, Dado.” Her letters abound 
with passionate expressions of love. Here 
are extracts from some of them : — 

. . . Oh, my own duck, won’t you let me 
kiss— oh, such a lot of times — when you come. 
You said you would always love me, duck. 
There is a grand skame on foot. If 1 could carry 
it out, it would at least throw us together fur 
some months— perhaps longer. He wants me to 
go home in the summer — that is, if he could 
afford it — for the good of my health, for I am 
far from well. If that could be, I would have 
you come down, and lay up sick, and get com- 
pensation, and go aw.sy to A merica, as it were 
to your sisters, but to wait for me in Melbourne. 
Oh, pettie, if you could manage that we would 
be at least happy for some time. When we get 
to Loudon I could make excuses for lemaining 
there for a long time, under the pretence of bad 
health, and we could be together all the time. 
It would be like heaven, and to be there none 
would watch us, . . Your love is all in f . his 

world I live for. . I believe 1 would be dead long 
ago only for it. Oh, darling, it is the silver bor- 
der to all my dark clouds. Oh, my own dear 
pet, it is the only ray of sunshine that brightens 
all my misery. . . . My heart and soul is 

yours, love, as tong ns the smallest particle of 
breath is left in my body. Yes, my own darling, 
you are my life, iiiy hope, my joy ; and without 
you, pettie, 1 cannot think of living. Ob, Dudo, 
what would all the tvorid, without you it all be 
blank to me. Pray for 5 'our pettie, love, and be 
of good cheer, -md I will pray for you. Howl 
wish 1 was near you this very minute. Do not 
study the spelling or writing — .■>nly the words, 
pettie. . . . i am so gla'l you love me, as 

you used to do. Oh, my darling, it is the only 
thing I live for. I would he dead long .ago, only 
for you. 1 am so glad you Irivc me, Dudo. Oh, 
if I was near you, how I would whisper that 
with my little head resting on yonr shoulders. 

I often did in the days gone by. and 1 hope will 
ag.iin soon. You are my day dream, the d.iz 
ziing vision, the silver border to all iny dark 
clouds. You are my love, my pet, husband. 

. . Oh Dudo, it is so cruel to he kept here in 
misery when I could be happy with you, if for 
one hour even, or half an hour, or if I could only j 
say Dudo, ami then tear me away only one 
little tiny kiss. Oh, a child never longed for 
its mother's breast more than I do to be near 
you. . . . One pressure of that gentle hand 

of thine is worth a Hfcttiiic with others ; one 
kiss from those soft lips, one look from those soft 
eyes, that speak from the soul, a moment pressed 
to that manly breast, is worth years of devotion 
from others. 

And so forth, and so forth, through the 
whole of them. 

Farrell was then examined, and repeated 
the evidence he gave previously. In refe- 
rence to love affairs between his wife and 
Ryan, he said he had forbidden Ryan to 
visit at his house since May, 1870, in conse- 
quence of something which he then saw be- 
tween them. In the All ranee Hotel, he had 
seen his wife sitting on Ry.an’s knee. Since 
then, on certain occasions, he li.ad watclied 
prisoner going into hishouso, and had listened 
to the talk of love. One night— tho third 
running on which he planted himself— lie 
went in and interrupted their conversation. 
He took a revolver with him, intending to 
“make the man, if he had done anj'thing 
improper, take a knife and cut off his own 
two cars, and then 1 would turn him out,” 
He had taken a drink with Ryan on tlie day 
of a.s3aiilt. He said, “1 wish to explain how I 
w.as on s]iciking terms W'ith Ry.ati after turn- 
ing him from my house. My wife asked me to 
speak to the prisoner, in order to prevent 
people from passing reni.arks, and to keep her 
from disgrace. In order to hide myself, and 
to hide my wife’s folly, I spoke to him like a 
man. I had no ill-feeling towards him, be- 
cause she had promised me that she would 
give him up, and that she would not speak to 
him any more. He had requested the Com- 
missioner of Police to keep the prisoner from 
Dunedin, and Ryan was consequently ordered 
to Southland. In .Tune, 1872, the prisoner 
was dismissed, and returned to Dunedin.” 

Fariell’s direct and cross ex.aniination were 
not concluded until Tuesday morning. Other 
witnesses were then examined. The only 
important addition to former evidence w.as 
tli.at of Humphreys, who now stated that he 
had distinctly heard Farrell call ont, “ Ry.an 
has murdered me. ” 

Sub-Inspector Mallard’s evidence contained 
many important particulars. Mr 15.arton put 
him under .a searching cross -cx.aiuination with 
a view to disicover whether lie was not pos- 
sessed of infonnation that could seriously 
daiiagc the case for the Crown, to the effect 
that Ryan h.ad been seen at tlie Water of 
Leith Hotel about the time the shooting took 
place. The statement m,ade to Malkard by a 
woman of the town, named Sarah Wliite, 
would, he swore, affect the prisoner’s where- 
abouts only after 12 o’clock. An individual 
had made certain statements to him regard- 



ing tho prisoner's wherc.abunta shortly after 
tho shooting, which would helpthe prisoner'i 
defence greatly ; but after half-an-hour'i' 
cross-rjuestioiiiug, the individual declined toj 
identify Ryan from among others. Conse.; 
qusntly, Mallard could put no faith in hbi 
testimony, and had thrown it on one side. 
The witness had found a photograph of Far- 
rell, and one of Mrs Farrell, in prisoner’s 
room. 

On Wednesday, Mr Barton proceeded to 
call witnesses for the defence. 

Patrick Kelighcr, landlord of the Euro, 
pean Hotel, where prisoner stayed, said wliej 
prisoner came home on the night of the shoot; 
ing — a little after one a.m. — there was no-j 
thing 'untisu.al about his manner. He in. 
foiined prisoner that the police charged him 
with sliooting Farrell, xvliereupon the prisoner 
exiibited what Kelighcr considered genuine 
surprise. Ryan proposed to go to tho police, 
On their journey to the station, the prisoner' 
seemed to be annoyed at the charge. 

Heber Hewson, an ex-Sergeant of Police 
was at the Water of Leith Hotel on the nioht 
of the 4th January. Ryan came to that 
Hotel between twenty minutes and half-past 
eleven. There were no symptoms in the 
prisoner’s appearance of having exerted him. 
sell Sarah White brought news of Farrell] 
being shot while Ryan was there. Every.' 
booy present looked upon the report as a 
mere lark. The prisoner also seemed to dj* 
so, and evinced no excitement whatever' 
aboiit the matter. 

Milliam Yielding, .a coachman, said pri. 
sonir came to the W.ater of Leith Hotel be j 
twem a quarter and twenty minutes past 
eleven. 1 

Mr Barton then addressed the jury on be-' 
half of the prisoner. He commenced bi 
directing their attention to three renrarkabli 
cases in which he, as a lawyer, had been con 
ceried. The first case was that of Jul 
Johnson, tried for tho murder of Yorkey 
the second was that of Reichclt, tried .f'j 
arson. In both of these cases, evidence 
rerairkably strong in favour of the presumed 
guil; of the prisoners ; but in both, it had 
beer, proved beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that the prisoners, although things looked 
blacl enough for both of them, were per- 
fectly innocent. The theory put forw.ird by 
Mr Haggitt regarding monetary motives oo 
the yrisoner's part, almost took his breath 
away; as a legal curiosity he thought it slionld 
be frimcd and glazed. As rcg.arded the mo-' 
tive of love for Farrell’s wife on Ryan’s part, 
it w.n perfectly clear, from her letters, that 
if he wanted the woman he had only to eij 
“Come,” and she would have eloped with 
l)im. But the fact was tlrat his feeling wai 
not so strong as hers. At his own request be 
hid been sent to Hampden, and rather thm, 
come t(j Dunedin, he gave up Is. a day. T.he 
prisoner had evidently tried to overcome tbs; 
illicit love between Farrell’s wife and liiiii-! 
self. The love motive was thus done .iwayl 
with. Then the prisoner’s conduct on tlie' 
day of the shooting was not that of a person' 
who intended to commit murder. He hadi 
been perfectly cool ; played billiards, and 
showed himself in the street np to the very 
minuie of it. The attemjited murder 
comnitted at 20 minutes p,i,st eleven, and 
witiitsses had sworn Ryan was at the Water 
of Leith at that time. Fan-ell had sworn 
positively to Ryan ; but in the dark, witb; 
the smoke of the pistol in his ej'es am! the: 
repo.'t in his ears, it w.os quite likely tbnt- 
Farrell w.is mistaken. Farrs-ll also slid, 
when he heard the steps /Jst, he thouglit 
they were those of a woman. Air Barton had; 
shown th.-vt Ryan had no motive whatever in; 
shorting Farrell ; if anybody had, Mrs Fnr-;| 
rell had — .although he did not suggest such* 
thing. But her letters showed that she hadi 
been living for ye.ars past in the most perfedi 
misery. In concluding, he asked t’.ie J'lrytate 
remember that in a recent case [referring tq 
Reichclt's] Farrell’s evidence was contradicted 
by witness after witness, and that in regn^ 
to most important f.acts. 

Mr Haggitt replied. In the course of 1 
address, he j)ointed ont that Mrs F.nn 
could not have committed the deed, i 
directly after the last shot was lined, shell 
opened the door to Farrell in her nightdre: 

His Honor snmracd up. He pointed oi 
in reference to the appearance of Ry.aii at t 
Water of Leith Hotel at 20 minutes past 1 
that Ryan had been seen walking Icisnrt 
in Princes-street .at 5 minutes past 11, .and 
would not be e.asy for him to get to the Wat 
of Leith Hotel by 20 ininiitcs past unless 
got into a cab, and there was no evidence tli 
he did that. 

The jury retired to consider their verdi 
at a quarter past 5 p.m. on 'Wednesday. A 
having come to a decision on Thursday ran 
ing, tiicy were discharged. Ryaan is to 
tried again on tlio 2lst iiist. 

A telegram in the Arrow Observer s: 
eight of the jury were for .a verdict of gnil 
and four opposed.

A Polar Continent Discovered. 

News of ft deeply interesting nature is 
given in a dispntch from Sun Francisco in 
tlie New York jtapors, rfegnrding M. Pavy’a 
eipcUitlon to Wrangel Land, tlie mime 
given to the range of peaks sighted by 
Peterman to the north of the eastern ex- 
tieniity of Siiteria, b'lit of which nothing 
further has hitherto been known : — 

Tlio barque Cadmus, sent out to recover 
projii^a'ty from the wrecked whalers in the 
Arctic Sea, has returned to .San Francisco 
with despatches from M. Puvy'a expedi- 
tion, received from the master of the whal- 
ing ship George Robbins on September 
2S, and bearing date of August 23, from 
the east coast of Wrangel Land, in latitude 
f4’38| 176'18 W. The following synopsis 
is translated from the original despatches 
addressed to the French Geogra[jhic<d So- 
ciety ; — The expedition, consisting of M. 
Octave Piivy, commander ; Professor TIio- 
nus 'NTewcomb, Henry Edwards, of San 
Francisco; Jean Brull, and four seamen, 
linded on the east shore of Kiilyitehinska 
Buy, in about hit. 67 N., long. 17G W., 
from the brig Albatross, on the 18th Jane, 
IliB party started eastward on the uortlierii 
share of Siberia on the 22iid, augmented 
by eleven natives, and provided with dogs 
and sledges. The outlets of several large 
streams were crossed, and ou the 17th of 
July the mouth of tlie Petrolit* River w.ns 
reached. From this point, the ice existed in 
immense detached fields, having a steady 
siovement to the N.E. The party sei out 
due north for the south shore of VVrnnge! 
hind, crossing a single ice-tloe of sixty 
miles in breadth. In this distance the 
observations showed that the juirty had 
l^en carried eighteen miles out of their 
feiirings by the movement of the ics floe. 
M. Pavy determined tlie accuracy »f his 
theory of the concentration and inctoaseil 
velocity of the bvancli of the great “ Kii 
Ro Sii'od ” {Japanese current) setting 
through Behring Straits and winding east- 
ward off the Siberian coast. The ice-raft, 
con.stnioted of inflated bags of prepared 
rubber, was launebed at intervals, and 
open stretches of water were crossed of 
Tiirying widths from thirty to sixty miles. 
The coast of Wrangel Land was reached 
at the mouth of a large stream flowing 
tram the north-west, not laid down in any 
of the charts. This discovery establishes 
llie theory of tlie existence of a large Polar 
continent reaching far to the north, and 
hiving a .summer teiM])crature sufficiently 
warm to melt the snows. The current, of 
the river turns eastward, and .sweejis along! 
thfi open coast. M. Pavy decided ujion 
Mlowiug the coiii'se of the stream north- 
wiirtl, and the exjiedition had penetrated 
200 milo.s. Its course was uniformly 
through a levid valley, varying from tive 
to sixty miles in breailth, skirteil byninim- 
ta^n ranges of great height, and atdifftrent 
points rising in perpendicular cliffs and 
exposing face" of bare rock, blighty' miles 
from the mouti-. of this river, on the open 
plain, the party di.scovered traces of the 
remains of the extiact mastorlon, and on' 
ex(xivating where the tusksof one protruded , 
shove the snow, the immense body was 
fmmd in a perfect state of preservation. 
The hide was covered with a thin growth 
of black, wiry bristles, becoming more 
thick and long along the ridge of the back. 
The trunks nipasured lift. Sin, from jioint 
^to base, and curve to tlie elevation of the 
ihimal's eyes. The forelegs were kneeling, 
and the rear pai't deeply imbedded in, the 
snow, the posture indicating tliat the ani- 
iiihI was endeavouring to emerge from 
snow or w.ater when overtaken by deatli. 
Professor Newcomb was unable to deter- 
niioe differences amounting to a distinct 
onlor from tlie olejiliatit of the ])reseiit 
period. The contents of the animiU’s sto- 
nuoh were examined, and exhibiteii s[i8ci 
mens of barks ami gins.ses which have not 
ynt been subjected to satisfactory tests, 
file jihiin for many miles bore traces of 
these remains, and indicated that a vast 
lieni of tliese enormous bea.sts had been 
overwhelmed by some great natural con- 
vulsion at a former ])tiriod. In tliis region 
the polar bear abounded, and feasted upon 
this anciently-preserved food. One hiin- 
<hed and twenty miles from the coast a 
tulid rliff of ice, 1000 feet in height, ap- 
proaches witliin half-a-leagiie of the river, 
'rhich is surrounded with a layer of gravel 
»t(l large houtders thii-ty feet in dejith 
'vhera it crops out henouth the snow, The 
stones were smooth and rounded, having 
evidently been raised by some iiiexijlicahle 
rsiiise of natui'e from beneath a, water 
•uiface. Arctic animals are found along 
‘his Valley in great abundance, and myriads 
® birds follow tlie cour.se of the stream. 
Pavy expected to winter in latitude 
in the valley of tlie great river of the 
olar contiiieut, and was about to coin- 



®®nce the collection of animal materials 
food and fuel, which were i-eadily ob- 
'^able. The party were in good health 



and spirits, and fully confident of reaching 
an open polar sea and a moderate toinperii- 
turo on the northern limits of this conti- 
nent st an early period nexs season, and 
will thence proceed eastward to the Atlan- 
tic through Melville Soimd. The des- 
patches contain reports of soma extent, 
detailing the scientific observations of the 
expedition, which are withheld from in- 
spection before reaching their destination. 

Monster Trial. | 

In the whole history of criminal juris-' 
prudence there hiis never probably been 
anything equal to the gigantic trial which 
has concluded at Moscow, in Russia, on the 
2 1st of November, and in which were 
arranged five Imndreii prisoners, upward of J 
two hundred of whom were convicted and , 
sentenoeil to cruel penalties. Among the 
accused were persons of every station of 
life — grey-liaired men and youths, men and 
women ; among the latter some highly ac- 
complished and preposse.ssing in appear- 
ance. All the prisonPA’s were charged with 
one of the gravest offences in the crinuiial 
code of Russia— th, -It of counterfeiting. 
That code says ; “ The person that coun- 
terfeits the coin or currency of the Impe- 
rial Government shall suffer death.” Not- 
withstanding this rigorous provision Russia 
has been flooded for many years past with 
well executed counterfeits of the Govern- 
ment treasury notes. At length, in last 
July, a curious accident gave the Govern- 
ment the long looked for clue. Three 
thou.sand men and women wero arrested, 
hut after a preliminary examination twenty- 
five hundred of them were discharged, and 
about five hundred wete held for trial. 
A mong the latter were six Frenchmen, of 
St Petersburg, who had been caught print- 
ing the oountes’feit notes, and a compara- 
tively large number of women. On the 
20th of October the trial was opened in 
tlie large hall of the Kremlin, which holds 
nearly five thousand persons. Two hun- 
dred and three of them were found guilty, 
among them about fifty women. Sentence 
of death was passed upon the six French 
printers, and tlie other convicted parties 
were confined to hard labour in the gold 
mines of the Ural mou tains for life, or for 
ten years. The doomed men and women 
burst into piercing shrieks iiucl howls, and 
well they might, for in the case of the 
former the sentence included barbarous 
flog^dng and branding oil the foreliead with 
jred hot iron ; while the women, some of 
whom were of refined descent, shudilereil 
I at the idea of having to do the most menial 
work for life or ten years at the statioii- 
hou.ses, where the keepers of the male 
]irisoners reside. In their despair some of 
the imfortumites threw themselves upon 
the ground, and their peircing cries, 
mingled with tlie clanking of their chains, 
produced a truly horrible effect. The ex- 
citement and frenzy of the condemned grew 
from minute to minute more intpuise, and 
the Judges, in order to restore quietude, 

I had to call in the eoldiers, who, with their 
kantschuLs, beat the prisoners right and 
left, and then dragged them back to the 
vaults of the Kremlin. 

A Brakesman’s Dream. 

Recently, in Alton, 111., a man while 
under the influence of a dream nearly killed 
ids wife, Edward Kalkins, a brake.sman 
on the Chicago, Alton, and St. Louis Rail- 
road, who was newly married, had been 
doing extra work, taking a sick friend’s 
i train in addition to his own, and so had no 
sleep for forty-eight hours. Naturally he 
|v/as very tired when he went home, and 
Aifter going to bed soon fell asleep. The 
; dreams he had, and their almost tragic ter- 
minatioH, are graphically desciibecl by a 
local news|)aper ; — 

“ Again ids foot wms on his mtivo plat- 
form, and he hcanl the warning toot of 
the whistle for brakers. The shadow^' train 
boro him swifily on ; the telegraph poles 
fleeted past quicker and quicker; the whole 
country fled by like a panorama momted on 
sheet-lightning rollers. In his dicam he 
heard far-off another roar, and, swinging 
out by the railings, he saw anotlm- train 
coming at lightning speed aroiud tho 
curve. Both trains were crowded with 
! passengers; in aiiotlior moment they would 
j rush together, and from the piles of min a 
I cry of agony would shiver to tlie tiigling 
j stars from the lips of the niairaei! and 
dying. The engineers had seen their dan- 
ger, for at that moment, in his ilreain, he 
heard the whistle calling for brakerss«nnd 
loud and uneartiily. With the strengih of 
desperation he gripped the brake and 
turned it down. There was a yell of piin, 
and * Ed.’ woke to find himself .sittinj- up 
in bed and holding his wife by the wrs, 
having almost twisted cfl' her head. Tint’s 
how ‘Ed, ’s’ wife caino to wear a pioct of 
red flannel round her tliroat, ainl co.npliin 
of a wrv neck.”
